As the children grew to man- 
hood and womanhood, their children, 
as soon as they were able to walk, 
found a retreat in the little confee- 
tionery. It was the meeting place 
of the young folks of the neighbor- 
hood and there they spent many hap-+ 
py hours. 

She Was a Spinster, 

“Mage”? Madden, who had passed the 
half-century mark in life, never mar- 
ried. She had a sweetheart once in 
Cincinnati. He asked her to be his 
wife. She was taking care of an in- 
valid father, who begged her to re- 
main single until he died, thinking he 
had but a short time to live. 

Hier father lived many years. When 
he died the sweetheart had gone away. 

Last June she was taken ill and an 
operation was’ performed. Several weeks 
ago she went to bed and when the phy- 
sicians told hgr she could not live she 
began making arrangements for her 
funeral. She named her palibearers 
and willed that her body be shipped to 
the old home in Cincinnati for burial ia 
ithe family lot.

Dr, J. E. Chambers of 4967 Page 
boulevard has an idea that the drink 
evil could be abolished by licensing 
drinkers. He would put a speed limit 
on the consumption of highballs, and 
if you exceeded the limit he would 
revoke your license, instead of mere- 
ly fining you in a police court. 

“There is a lame place in our so- 
cial system, in the provisions for the 
government of those who drink, and 
it is responsible for the present po- 
litical-hysterical maelstrom called 
prohibition,” Dr. Chambers says. He 
discovered the lame place about the 
time the hobble skirts began to ap- 
pear in the fall displays, and made 
known his theory of a remedy before 
the Tri-State Medical Society, in ses- 
sion here. 

Aims at Noisy Drunks, 

Elaborating:on his theory Tuesday. 
Dr. Chambers averred that only about 
oue man in a hundred of those who 
drink become noisy or disorderly 
about it, 

“Because of this one man, the pro- 
hibitionists would deprive 99 of their 
personal liberty, a proposition to my 
mind obviously unfair,” said the doc- 
tor. “‘This is due to the fact that men 
are permitted to drink, afteP they reach 
a certain age, witheut regard to their 
self-control or their demeanor when they 
have had too much. If each man were 
required to buy a license, and knew 
that license would be forfeited in case he 
became disorderly, saloons would be as 
quiet and as unobjectionable as any 
other places of business. 

“At $1 each, St. Louis would yield 
$60,000 a year, 1 estimate, on the licenses, 
and transients would have to pay $40,000 
more. They would be glad to pay it for 
the protection the license affords. The 
money could be devoted to relieving the 
families of drunkards. 

“Our fathers would have laughed at 
the mention of a hunting license. Inno- 
vations invariably meet with obstac'!es. 
But I believe that the drinking license, 
novel as it may seem, would soive the 
saloon problem.”’

H. G. Schmidt and Henry Dupiech. 

Representatives of the Union Work- 
ingmen’s League met with the Execu- 
tive Committee of the St. Louis Brew- 
ing Association Monday afternoon to 
discuss plans for a campaign through- 
out the State, as well as in the city. 

The campaign for bringing out a full 
vote at the election, Noy. 8, by means 
of registration Thursday, is progress- 
ing vigorously. Large placards, urging 
all voters to rogister, will appear in 
all the street cars Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

One Registration Day. 

Thursday, from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m., 
will be the only generai registration 
day in the precincts. The only vot- 
ers who will not need to register then 
are those who are still living in the 
Same precinct in which they—voted at 
the election for mayor in April, 1909. 
Everyone who has moved, become a 
resident of the city or come of age 
since that time must register Thursday 
or forfeit his vote.

HUTCHINSON INNOCENT 





Treasurer Aided in Plot Only 
to Disclose It, Prosecutor 
Says. 


Billy Garen was a “‘tap.’’ 

That is what the handbook makers of 
St. Louts called the Havlin’s Theater 
manager who is accused of embezzling 
at least $12,000 from the box office. 

In the parlance of the handbook mer 
a “tap” is an “easy mark” a person 
who will take any tip that is handed 
to him and who will hand over his 
money so readily that it is as if it 
flowed from a spigot. 

Investigation of Garen’s life in the 
world of sport from .the time detec- 
tives were put on his trail has led 
to the disclosure that many. hand- 
bocks are operated in St. Louis and 
that illegal betting on horse races is 
being done in cigar stores and sa- 
loons, Some of the detectives who 
unearthed this condition were mem- 
bers of the headquarters staff. 

Thus far no official action has been 
taken against the handbook gamblers 
with whom Garen is said to have made 
large bets daily. 

He Bet Heavily. 

According to information obtained 
while Garen was under police surveil- 
lance, he was regarded as the most 
productive ‘“‘tap’”’ in St. Louis. 

It was learned that his wagers 
amounted to an average of $500 a day 
for the last six months. Week before 
last he lost $1400 and last week he had 
a winning streak in which he profi:ed 
about $1500. 

The surveillance of Garen showed 
that he placed bets in a handbook on 
Walnut street opposite the Southern 
Hotel and in one near the stage en- 
trance of the Grand Opera House on 
Sixth street. He also made daily ap- 
pointments with a bookmaker in a 
saloon at Sixth and Chestnut streets 
and made many bets on downtown 
street corners. 

The handbook men would meet him 
at Sixth and Pine streets and at 
Fourth and Chestnut streets near the 


entrance to the Houser building. 
That an interesting legal point will 


arise if Garen goes to trial for embezzle- 
ment was made clear Tuesday by a 
staiement of Circuit Attorney Jones. 

‘In order to convict Garen it will be 
necessary for the State to show that 
Treasurer Hutchison also abstracted 
funds of the theater with criminal in- 
tent,” said the Circuit Attorney. 


Did Not Keep a Cent. 

“It is true that Hutchison did not 
retain one cent of the St. Louis Thea- 
ter Co.’s money. The management of 
the company does not consider him an 
enibezzler. 

‘But here is the point. Under the 
siatutes of Missouri a man cannot be 
convicted of stealing from a,.corpora- 
tion if the stealing is done with the cor- 
roration’s knowledge. If a trap is laid 
by a corporation so that one of its em- 
rloyes may be caught stealing, the em- 
ploye cannot be convicted. 

“The State will concede that for sev- 
eral months Garen’s thefts were com- 
mitted with the knowledge of the cor- 
poration but we will also show that 
under strict interpretation of the law 
Hutchison was a thief for one week. 

“Early last January Hutchison, ac- 
cording to his statement, yielded to 
Garen’s demand that he enter into a 
plot with Garen to rob the box-office. 
For one week Hutchison and Garen 
shared the stolen money and at the 
end of that week Hutchison took his 
share of the loot to Frank R. Tate, 
secretary of the St. Louis Theater Co. 


Offered to Resign. 

“Whatever Hutchison’s intent may 
have been he was technically a thief 
for that one week and we must prove 
this to convict Garen. In that week 
the corporation had no knowledge of 
the daily thefts. It first gained this 
knowledge at the end of the week when 
Hutchison went to Tate and laid $165 
on his desk saying, ‘I have been steal- 
ing for a week. I am tired of my job 
and willing to resign.’ 

“The State’s theory will be that 
Hutchison’s conscience smote him after 
he had been stealing for a week.”’ 

Detectives who have worked on the 
case do not take the Circuit Attorney’s 
view. William Desmond, head of the 
Desmond National Secret Service and 
Information Agency, who practically 
worked up the entire case, said Tuesday 
that Hutchison was honest. 

It will be the contention of the defense 
that Hutchison from the first: consented 
to share in the thefts for the sole pur- 
pose of trapping Garen and that it was 
merely his ignorance of law which pre- 
vented him from knowing that in doing 
this without the knowledge of the cor- 
poration he was laying himself open to 
an accusation of theft. 


Witnesses Tell All. 

At Monday afternoon’s session of the 
grand jury testimony was given y 
three of the theater employes, who pre- 
viously had admitted their connection 
with Garen in a plot to loot the box- 
office receipts. One was Joseph Havlin, 
seller of gallery tickets and brother of 
John Havlin, principal owner of the 
theater; Brooklyn Tommy Sullivan, gal- 
lery ticket taker, and Lee Hayes, negro 
porter. ' 

In their confessions to Detective 
Willfam Desmond and the Circuit At- 
torney these witnesses told of the plot 
by which Sullivan would hold out gal- 
lery tickets and send them back to 
Garen to be resold by Joseph Havlin. 
Hayes acted as messenger. 

William S. Hutchison, treasurer of 
the theater, was on duty as usual 
Monday. Though instructed to hold 
himself in readiness to respond to a 
summons he was not called. 

Garen was released on a $5000 bond 
Monday afternoon.

Husband of Novelist, Who 
Featured Him in Story, 
Dies hy Morphine. 








WORN BY HIS LABORS 





The Rev. Lundy Harris Fur- 
nishes Substitute Climax for 
Weekly’s Serial. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 20.—Worn out by 
#he hardships of the itinerant minister’s 
fife, the Rev. Lundy Harris, husband of 
the author of “A Circuit Rider’s Wife,’’ 
ended his life yesterday at Pine Lodge, 
fear Cartersville, Ga, with morphine 

Prof, Harris, as he had been called 
since his retirement frem the active 
seigghos was the original of ““William,’’ 

struggling preacher, rich in faith 
and spiritual service,*unmindful of his 
privations in worldly things, whose hfe 
gtory, published within the past few 


‘weeks in the Saturday Evening Post, 
thas touched the hearts of many thusanéds 


of readers. 

“A Circuit Rider’s Wife’’ appeared 
anonymously in serial form. Many in- 
quiries were recewed by the publishers 
as to the writer’s identity, but the 
secret was fairly well kept until the 
story was published as a book. Then 
the author’s name, Corra Harris, ap- 
peared on the cover. 

To the general reading public, the 
name was unfamiliar. But here and in 
Nashville, Tenn., where Mrs. Harris and 
her husband have lived, the greatest in- 
terest was aroused.. It was inevitable 
that the members of Prof. Harris’ for- 
mer pastoral.charges should seek their 
own personalities in the work, and so 
true. was the picture that the quest 
was not difficult. 

Characters True to Life. 

Residents of College Park, a local 
suburb, where Prof. Harris was once 
pastor of the Methodist Church, found 
in the writer's chapter on “Celestial 
Bells’’ some things that did not wholly 
please them. The story told how “Wil- 
liam’’ talked to the people from the pul- 
pit of their worldly ways, but hew his 
wife found relief there from the dreary 
austerity of their life in the mountain 
circults. 

In the first chapter of the book, Mrs. 
Harris tells of her marriage to the 
young circuit rider and quaintly com- 
ments on the fact that a church paper 
placed the wedding notice in a column 
adjoining the obituaries. ‘‘And if I had 
only known it,’’ she wrote, ‘“‘it was my 
obituary." ; 

The revivals and camp meetings, the 
love feasts and conferences, the wed- 
dings and burials, and the heights and 
depths of spiritual experience which 
make up the life of the Methodist itin- 
erant were pictured in the book with a 
skill and power which placed its writer 
beside Elizabeth Stuart Phelps and Wil- 
liam Allen White. That all these repre- 
sented real experiences, the friends of 
Prof. and Mrs. Harris were well aware. 

The only chapter which was not drawn 


~~ from actual. experience has now been 


supplied. That was the death of “Wil- 
liam,’’ who, in the story, aged rapidly 
under his hardships, was ‘“‘superannu- 
ated’ on a pittance, and spent his last 
days in mournful reading of the Book 
of Job. 
Death Parallel to “William’s.” 
After the death of ‘““Willilam,”’ in the 
book, the circuit rider’s wife returned 
to the world, going to the home of a sis- 
ter in New York and enjoying in a 
mature way her long-deferred oppor- 
tunities. Eventually she returned to her 
little cottage on the Redwine circuit, 
having become disgusted with the world- 
liness of New York, as displayed not in 
theaters and restaurants, but in its 


~ Churches. 


The death of Prof. Harris, under cir- 
cumstances as pitiful as those of “‘Wil- 
ljam’s’’ end, completes the parallel to 
the story. He had been in poor health 
for years and since his retirement from 
the pulpit had failed rapidly. 

His friends believe his bodily suffering 


so affected his mind that he did not 


fully realize what he was doing when 
he took an overdose of morphine. Death 
followed several hours after he swal- 
lowed the poison.

Victories in Thirteen Doubt- 
ful States Would Give 
Control to Party. 











DOUBT NEED OF FUSION 





Leaders Profess to Believe 
Aid of Insurgents Will 
Not Be Needed. 





By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Seovt. 20.—Satisfied 


that tne control of the next House of 
Representatives is bound to be vested 


in the Democratic. party, the leaders are 
looking about them now for other flelds 
to conquer. They see, so they will as- 
sert, a prospect of obtaining the upper 
hand in the United States Senate. The 
prospect, they acknowledge, is remote, 
but is not wholly outside the bounds of 
possibility. 

At the extreme limit of their ambitions 
they see, not the control of the Senate 
through some sort of fusion with the in- 
surgent Republicans, but an actual ma- 
jority of Democrats in that body. 

This is the way in which the Demo- 
crats figure out their prospects. Thirty 
senators will retire on March 3, 1911. Of 
this number six are Democrats. In all 
six instances the certainty of the re- 
election of a Democrat is thought be- 
yond ali peradventure, they hold. These 
seats are those of Culberson of Texas, 
Swanson of Virginia, Money of Missis- 
sippi, Frazier of Tennessee, Rayner of 
Maryland and Taliaferro of Florida. 

Beveridge in Danger, 

In the list of possibilities for Demo- 
cratic gains in Indiana, where Albert J. 
Beveridge is fighting to be. returned 
with the chances sadly against him. In 
Connecticut where Senator Bulkley faces 


Democratic success. Gilbert M. Hitch- 
cock is making a campaign in Nebraska 
and expects to swamp the divided Repub- 
lican organization, wnose candidate is 
Senator Elmer J. Burkett. 

Then in Missouri, Senator William 
Warner has announced his voluntary re- 
tirement. Warner _is almost certain to 
be succeeded by a Democrat, for it is 
pretty generally conceded that Missouri 
will elect a Democratic legislature. 

Senator Nelson does not expect to re- 
turn to the Senate and the Nevada 
Legislature will probably elect a Demo- 
crat. Maine has elected a Democratic 
Legislature and is sure to return a 
Democrat. 

In Montana the Democrats and insur- 
gents are expected to combine in a 
fight on Senator Carter. New York, 
where the landslide is promised, may 
decide to elect a Democratic Legisla- 
ture and a Democratic successor to 
Depew. Ohio, where the election of 
Gov. Harmon to succeed himself is re- 
garded as practically assured with the 
chance that a landslide may place a 
Democrat in Senator Dick’s seat. New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and North Da- 
kota may decide to flop and that puts 
it up to West Virginia to control the 
balance of power. 

There are 12 uncertain seats. If West 
Virginia is not firmly held in line, there 
is a prospect of sending a Democrat 
to fill the shoes of Senator Nathan B. 
Scott. This is the haziest dream of all. 

Must Carry 13 States to Control. 

Should the 13 states referred to yield 
to the persuasion of the Democratic 
argument, the Democrats would contro] 
the Senate in the next Congress. They 
will have to carry all 13 to do so, but 
their chance of carrying a majority of 
these state§ 1s brilliant. Certain it is 
that the Senate of the Sixty-second 
Congress wil not be the one-sided affair 
that it is in the Sixty-first. 

Then another condition which must be 
recognized is that presented by Arizona 
and New Mexico. Arizona, at her final 
territorial election has already gone 
Democratic. Should she repeat the per- 
formance next year after she. has en- 
tered the sisterhood of States, she will 
have two Democrats tn the Senate with- 
in two years, possibly in one. This 
makes it necessary for the Democrats 
to carry only 12 of the present Repub- 
lican seats. New Mexico, also on the 
threshold of statehood, is about an even 
bet. For the Democrats to carry New 
Mexico also would simplify the prob- 
lem materially.

To Withdraw Demand, 

Col. Roosevelt probably will with- 
draw his demand for an unqualified di- 
rect primaries plank in the platform, 
compromising on the adoption of the 
Cobb amendment, which is endorsed by 
President Taft. 

President Taft did not change his atti- 
tude toward the New York situation in 
the slightest from that he expressed in 
his leter to Lloyd C. Griscom, follow- 
ing the meeting of the Republican State 
Committee in New York. 

Col. Roosevelt made the advances. 
President Taft stood pat. 

It can be stated without peril of con- 
tradiction that President Taft was 
never more convinced than following the 
conference that he will be a condidate 
for renomination in 1912, if the people of 
the United States want him. His friends 
are of the opinion that should the peo- 
ple express this wish, neither Col. 
Roosevelt nor any other man can suc- 
cessfully oppose Mr. Taft’s candidacy. 

A feeling of confidence is ascribed to 
him that if his friends believe he can 
be elected they will get the nomination 
for him without active campaigning on 
part. 

The conference was sought by Col. 
Roosevelt, who chose as ambassadors 
Mr. Griscom and Mr. Bannard. They 
called up Secretary Norton Saturday at 
the latter’s summer home in South 
Glastonbury, Conn., on the long dis- 
tance telephone from New York and 
Mr. Norton carried the message to 
President Taft. The President sent back 
word that he would be in New Haven 
Monday when Col, Roosevelt could pay 
his respects. It was two o’clock when 
Mr. Roosevelt reached the White House. 

Colonel’s Collar Wiliited. 

As Col. Roosevelt jumped to _ the 
ground it was seen that his collar was 
wilted and his clothing wet by salt 
water. James Sloan, secret service 
agent, sprang down the steps, welcomed 
Col. Roosevelt and conducted him inside 
the house. None other appeared to ex- 
tend a greeting. The door was not re- 
opened until 3:02 p. m., when President 
Taft and Secretary Norton appeared. 
Both were beaming. They entered the 
automobile and engaged in conversation 
punctuated by frequent laughter and 
nodding of heads. 

Mr. Bannard expressed the opinion 
after the conference that Mr. Roose- 
velt will not be a candidate for the 
presidency in 1912.

Traders Place a Bullish Con- 
struction on the Foreign 
News. 


Traders were inclined to buy wheat 
today on a slightly more bullish foreign 
situation. 

Cables were higher and the European 
wheat visible increased only 1,566,000 bu, 
to 87,182,000 bu, against an increase of 
12,148,000 bu last week, and an increase 
last vear of 2,700,000 bu, when the supply 
was 66,900,000 bu. 

Advices on the French 
bullish, and Russian offers 
lighter, and firmly held. 

Liverpool reported an improved spot 
demand, with cargoes offered sparingly. 
Foreign buying was also influenced by 
an advance in Black Sea freight rates. 

The wheat crop of Spain was officially 
estimated at 136,900,009 bu, against 144,- 
120,000 bu last year. 

The domestio position continues bear- 
ish. There is practically no export de- 
mand, and according to the Wall Street 
Journal, most of last week’s shipments 
were composed of Manitoba and durum 
wheat. 

With foreign shipments largely in ex- 
cess of last year, the European visible 
30,222,000 bu over last year and foreign 
markets relatively lower than ours, it is 
hard to sea just how a legitimate export 
inquiry can arise, until the foreign sup- 
plies are cleaned up, which will be some 
time, if the liberal] Russian and Danub+* 
ian shipments continue, and indications 
are that they will. 

Livérpool spot wheat closed %d low- 
er to %d higher, futures 1d higher;

Chicago stocks of wheat increased

There was a slackening of receipts 
in the Southwest for a while, then an 
increased movement. In the North- 
west the same movement is likely. 
There were heavy shipments on the 
first run to market, influenced by the 
banking interests being less inclined 
to extend credits, owing to uncertain 
money markets and heavy land specu- 
lation. 

This movement has passed and re- 
ceipts are lighter. They should increase 
again, however, as they did in the 
Southwest, when the farmers, in a posi- 
tion to thresh more leisurely, turn 
their supplies toward market. 

Chicago wheat receipts today, 112,800 
bu, against 61,200 bu last year; ship- 
ments, $283,500 bu, against 35,132 bu last 
year. 

Kansas City wheat receipts today 154,- 
800 bu, against 63,000 bu last year; ship- 
ments, 190,800 bu, against 82,950 bu last 
year.

SKIN SHOE LACES TO KEEP 
FROM STARVING TO DEATH 


Six Persons Subsist Thirteen 
Days on Leather and Nau- 


seating Oils. 


NPW YORK, Sept. 2.—Even shoe- 
strings look good to hungry men in the 
Arctic regions, especially if their food 
caches have been raided and ruined by 
bears and wolverines. 

Advices received by Herman C. Bum- 
pus, director of the Museum of Natural 
Histery, from Dr. Rudolph Anderson 
and Vihijahimr Steffansson, who left 
New York for the frozen North tn May, 
1908, show that the two scientists have 
siffered privations which made meals 
of leather and oil seem luxuries. 

The Anderson -Steffansson party, 
which fs coliecting ethnological and zoo- 
logical collections on the shores of Arc- 
tic America for the museum, has trav- 
eled 400 miles east of the MacKenzie 
River, through regions hitherto un- 
traversed by explorers. 

In the advices just received the ex- 
plorers tell of a trying journey up the 
Horton River. Six persons carried pro- 
visions for two days. The trip took 16 
daye and the hunting was bad. The 
party ate whale tongue, which, owing to 
ite fibrous nature and to the presence 
of sea salt, was very sickening. 

When the tongue was gone, they ate“ 
sea) skins, deer skins, sole leather and 
the tough skin laces used on their snow 
shoes. Then seal oil, about a teaspoon- 
ful a day for each man, was consumed 
to keep away the ravages of hunger. 
Tt was taken with deer skin or feath- 
ers, as few of the.men could stand it 
“straight.” 

A partly eaten carcass of a earthen 
supplied them meat for three or four 
meals.

Secretary of Wear under the act of 
Congress providing for the marking 
of the graves, died, he recommended 
that instead of marking the graves 
a monument be erected. The action 
of Gen. Oliver was in conformity 
with that recommendation. The bod- 
ies of 8365 Confederate soldiers and 
sailors ‘were buried in the cemetery 
at Point Lookout. One reason, and 
the principal one, why Gen. Oates 
recommended the erection of the mon- 
ument instead of marking each grave 
was because it was found impossible 
to identify many of the bodies.

Just what rate the Union has offered, 
President Reber will not say, but it is 
understood that itvis less than 3 cents a 
kilowatt-hour. Some of the Union com- 
pany’s contracts with private concerns, 
which consume much less current than 
the city will need for these buildings, 
are said to be on the basis of 2 cents a 
kilowatt-hour. 

In the seven years that the municipal 
plant in the city hall has been in opera- 
tion it has repaid in saving on current 
its original cost of $70,000. At the same 
time the boilers have supplied heat for 
the entire city hall. 

™n 19038 the Union company was re- 
ceiving 5% cents a kilowatt-hour for 
lighting the buildings. The threat of 
oniarging the municipal plant brought 
the price from 5% cents to 4% cents. In 
ihe contract that went into effect Sept. 
1 the rate is 3% cents. 

New Plant Was Planned. 

For several years the municipal plant 
has been producing current for less 
than 14% cents a kilowatt-hour, exclud- 
ing the cost of heating the city hall. 
With that charge added the rate per 
kilowatt-hour has been about 1 4-5 cents. 

It is now contended that the munici- 
pal plant is not adequate to light and 
heat the new municipal buildings with 
the others. President Reber has sug- 
gested several plans for enlarging the 
plant. One. of these contemplates an 
entire new installation in the present 
quarters in the basement of the city 
hall. This would cost $80,000. 

Another scheme is the erection of a 
plant on the Terminal tracks near 
Twelfth street. Land, building and ma- 
chinery for this plant would cost about 
$2v0, 000. 

President Reber favors a contract 
with the Union company, if the com- 
pany’s bid is low enough.

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DENTING A MONOPOLY. 

Popular satisfaction over the legal victory of 
the West End Light and Power Co. is born of 
dissatisfaction with the monopolistic operations 
and rates of Union Electric. A mere by-product 
is joy over the defeat of the monopoly that em- 
ployed, in a circuitous way, Jeptha D. Howe, the 
brother-in-law of Circuit Attorney Jones, who 
filed the quo warranto proceedings. Mayor Kreis- 
mann appeared in the matter in an unfortunate 
way that added nothing to the popularity of the 
suit or of himself. Thus a small matter, involv- 
ing only potential and sinall competition for the 
lighting octopus or a new occasion for a merger, 
was blown up to unwarranted proportions. 

For the solution of the problem of electric 
light rates hope must still rest on the findings 
and recommendations of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. There is much impatience over the de- 
lay in completing these, but the time taken to 
complete the investigations should indicate that 
the report, when it finally comes, will be so con- 
clusive that opposition will be stilled and relief 
from the burdens of monopoly will follow im- 
mediately. 
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It was apparent that something was going to 
happen when the opening of the prohibition cam- 
paign was celebrated with “The Curse of Drink” 
at Havlin’s. 
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THE LAKE CITIES. 

Announcement of Cleveland’s population as 
560,663, an increase of 46.9 per cent, completes 
the returns for the lake cities. Chicago is the 
second city in the country and the fourth in the 
world. Cleveland has entered the class of cities 
above half a million and is the seventh city.. De- 
troit has shown the largest percentage of gain 
of any large city—63 per cent. Buffalo lagged a 
little behind the others and Milwaukee’s increase 
of 88,542, or 31 per cent, would be considered more 
remarkable if she were not in such fast company. 

Baltimore, although her population is still un- 
announced, is certain to be so closely pressed by 
Cleveland that their relative position will change 
im another decade. If Detroit holds two-thirds 
fs rate of gain it will leave Pittsburg behind be- 
fore 1920. These two lake cities have crowded 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and San Francisco down 
in the scale. 

Manufacturing is the cause of the gain in every 
lake city. Factories, more factories, and pleas- 
ant living conditions, seems to be the one secret 
of their progress. 





Campaigning for the Socialists, Eugene Debs 
(undesirable citizen) said that Theodore Roose- 
velt is a dishonest man. Still they have many 
opinions of courts and things in common. 
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THE VALUE OF FORESTS. 

Prof. Moore, chief of the United States Weath- 

er Bureau, declares the advocates of forest 
conservation have become overzealous, and as a 
consequence there is danger they may injure a 
good cause by overstatement and misstatement. 
The conservation of forests is good in itself, but he 
denies that the climate and the waterways are de- 
pendent upon them; nor does he admit that they 
will be necessary in future as sources:of supply 
for building material and for fuel. 
- Aecording to the professor the records show 
that depletion of forests has no effect upon the 
flow of streams. The broken, permeable soil of 
the husbandman has proven itself as good a 
conservator of moisture as a forest. As to the 
climate, he says the Weather Bureau has records 
of New England for fully 100 years and of the 
Ohio Valley for 50 years, and they show that 
if there has been any change in the precipitation 
of water since the forests were cut down it has 
been a slight gain. 

Furthermore, the professor does not believe 
future generations will have any great need of 
forests for any purpose. He says: 

“Did it ever strike you that within 25 years 
the erection of a building of combustible mate- 
rial within the limits of any corporate town in 
this country will be prohibited? Wood will be 
used In cities only for ornamentation. 

“Then these eythusiasts are telling us that the 

supply of coal in the world will be exhausted 
within 100 wears. As a matter of fact the best 
geologists can see 10,000 years’ supply in sight 
now, and there ts no knowing how much more 
is back of that. 
“But a point that it is well to make is that 
thousands of years before the world's coal sup- 
ply is exhausted there will be very little need 
for coal, for by that time a rational policy of 
ecnservation will result in the utilization of the 
potentiality of all the rivers, transmuting this po- 
tentiality into heat and power. Then there will 
be no need for fuel.” 

These are brave words and pleasant prophecies. 
We must remember, however, that in putting 
them forth Prof. Moore is setting himself in 
opposition to a formidable mass of facts as well 
as of philosophy. Even if it be true that 
coming generations will have little need of trees 
except for ornament, it will be well to conserve 


what we have for our own sakes.

ONE TERM PRESIDENTS. 

The abuse of patronage by presidents of the 
United States has been notorious when they have 
been strong partisans, attempting to control the 
action of the Senate and House of Representa-. 
tives.. In this way partisan measures have been 
“jammed through” which represented minority 
control through party machines, acting in spite 
of general disapproval. 

When partisan abuse of the appointing power 
is at its worst, it is in the history made by presi- 
dents who have used the offices they controlled to 
force their own re-election or to dictate the suc- 
cession. 

In indorsing the recommendation of Gov. 
Hughes that the Governor of New York should 
be made ineligible to succeed himself, the New 
York World finds it still more necessary to limit 
presidents of the United States to a single term. 

Existing conditions may develop issues making 
it urgently necessary to amend the Federal Con- 
stitution in a way which will defend popular 
government against autocracy. In beginning to 
meet such issues the only effective method of 
checking machine control through autocratic 
abuse of patronage is to put on the president 
this check of ineligibility after a single term. 
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Now Rhode Island is asking Senator Aldrich 
where he got it. Whereshe got it is less inter- 
esting and less important than Rhode Island’s 
sudden desire to know. 
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MR. BARTHOLDT’S POSITION. 

A preliminary and enthusiastic survey of the 
situation through Democratic eyes gives the 
Democrats a majority of 101 in the next House 
of Representatives. In this survey the Missouri 
delegation is placed at 15 Democrats and one 
Republican. The one Republican is, of course, 
Richard Bartholdt of the Tenth District. As pos- 
sibly the sole survivor of the coming party wreck 
it would be interesting to know what effect—if 
any—the wave of insurgency has had on Mr. 
Rartholdt. 

As a Congressman his position is unique. He 
has been regular in his adherence to all party 
transactions in Congress. He has voted for Can- 
non and with Cannon, although he has not been 
vociferous in his adherence. But he has won for 
himself a distinguished place as an untiring ad- 
vocate and worker in-the cause of universal peace 
and international disarmament. He has been the 
representative.of the Peace Congress in the halls 
of legislation. He has been the connecting link 
between The Hague and one of the bodies which 
must vitalize the sentiments which  crystalize 
there. His district shares the distinction he has 
earned for himself. That it is willing to sur- 
render some of the advantage derived from the 
service of a representative interested exclusive- 
ly in local affairs or in national affairs as re- 
flected in his home district, is decidedly credit- 
able, but this is nevertheless a critical time. 

It would be interesting to know, and it is per- 
tinent to ask for a specific statement from Mr. 
Bartholdt as to his views on tariff revision, Can- 
nonism, extravagance, privilege and trust control 
of his party affairs. His larger purpose in life 
would suffer no diminution if he wouldgshow 
some of the spirit which has become so manifest 
in his party as to leave no doubt of its growing 
hostility to the things which Mr. Bartholdt has 
heretofore been justified in believing were not 
objectionable to his constituents. 
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Teddy and the bosses in New York are each 
eager to control the State convention, mainly to 
make the other fellow nominate the candidate 
for Governor. 
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MAN’S INHUMANITY. 

A Pennsylvania doctor ana his wife have been 
arrested in Louisville upon charges growing out 
of the death of three babies whom they were ex- 
hibiting at the State Fair, under treatment in an 
incubator; In explanation of his exhibit the doc- 
tor denied that his motive was to make money 
out of the admission fees, but said: 

I obtained these babies from a Pittsburg hos- 
pital. Although they were normally born infants, 
yet they were afflicted in some slight way and it 
was believed that they would be benefited by 
treatment in the incubators. They are. all charity 
patients and it always has been my plan that 
after raising the babies I would turn them over 
to some good family for adoption. 

The only possible cause for the death of these 
babies is that the electrical current at the State 
Fair was not sufficiently supplied. 

Whether considered as a State Fair sideshow 


for coin, which the doctor denies, or as a pub- 
licly exhibited experiment for scientific purposes, 
which he asserts, this case is perhaps the limit of 
recorded indifference. We need not attribute any 
base or evil motive to the promoters of such an 
exhibit to perceive that it lacks every element of 
human sympathy. It was apparently the mere 
“demonstration” of a new apparatus; the babies 
were but incidental. And the pathos of it: “They 
are all charity patients;” and “the electrical cur- 
rent at the State Fair was not sufficiently sup- 
plied.”

In fact, it is composed merely 
of track, roadbed, overhead equipment and roll- 
ing stock. Who among street railway men would 
care to own such an incomplete thing? 
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The political advent of Woodrow Wilson has 
called forth comment about the “real scholar” in 
politics, the other one being Senator Lodge. : 
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The Texas doctor that killed a man by shoot- 
ing him will probably be charged with unpro- 
fessional conduct.

FEW years ago the project! 
of crossing the Atlantic in an 
aeroplane would have been re- 
garded as a Jules Verne flight 
of fancy. That the early accomplish- 
ment of the feat is in no wise im- 
probable, will be recognized by all 
who read Victor Lougheed’s article in 
Popular Mechanics. He says: 

“To begin with, it probably will 
help visualize the idea to regard such 
a flight not so much as a matter of 
distance as it is a matter of time. 
The speed of even the fastest water 
craft being comparatively slow as 
measured against either land or aerial 
vehicles, the generflity of mankind 
has the mental habit of regarding a 
five-day crossing of the Atlantic 
Ocean as something phenomenally 
fast. But when it is realized that 
from St. Johns, Newfoundland, to 
Valencia Cape, Ireland, is a distance 
of less than 1800 miles, and that 60 
miles an hour already has become a 
common average speed for aeroplanes 
—with the likelihood that average 
speeds of 60 to 100 miles an hour 
will be easily maintained within the 
next year or so—immediately a new 
aspect is placed upon the situation. 
* * * Hence, with the quite ev’- 
dently available speed of 60 miles or 
more an hour, it is clear that a cross- 
ing of the Atlantic, involving a flight 
of only 1800 miles, if made under 
favorable conditions, can demand 
only from 18 to 30 hours’ continued 
operation of the motor. With a fa- 


reliably and with great uniformity 
from east to west—it is quite possible 
that some 40 miles an hour at least 
could be added to the speed of the 
vehicle, which would thus reduce the 
time to from 13 to 18 hours—a period 
short enough for a single operator of 
ordinary physical endurance to stand 
the strain without relief, though per- 
haps two operators would be a more 
practical proposition.”’ 


As to the dangers involved in such 
a flight, Mr. Lougheed suggests the 
following scheme’ for minimizing 
them: 


“A way of eliminating the neces- 
sity for a non-stop flight might be 
found in the provision of a series 
of boat patrols, which might serve 
es means of restarting the aeroplane. 
If 34 boats, probably on the order of 
the common lightships used along 
rough and stormy coasts, were strung 
cut along the course, the distance 
from each of these to the next, about 
50 miles, would enable the aviator 
to keep one or another in sight all 
the way, which would be of great 
advantage in that it would enable 
him to keep to a course that would 
be hard to determine by means of a 
compass—which though it shows the 
different directions, does not consti- 
tute a means of allowing for such 
lateral drift as might easily take 
place through an ancular movement 
of the mass of the atmosphére quite 
unknown to the aeroplane pilot, who 
feels no wind but that due to the 
progress of his machine through the

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—In fulfillment 
of a vow made 56 years ago, a woman, 
in blaek, visited at West Long 


Branch, N. J., SundavY the graves 


which lie the dead recovered .from the 
wreck of the New Era, off Deal Beach. 
She placed flowers on the graves, then 
knelt for a few moments in_6 silent 
prayer. 

On the third Sunday in September 
every year since’ 1854, except last year, 
the woman has gone to the cemetery, 
placed. flowers on the graves and prayed. 
When she was asked last Sunday if she 
cared to tell the reason for her annual 
pilgrimages, she said: “I have ao ob- 
jection to telling why I go to the ceme- 
tery, but I would prefer not to tell 
my name. I was one of the survivors 
of the New Era when that steamship 
was wrecked in 18%. I was taken from 
the rigging with a few others, but sev- 
eral hundred persons were drowned. 

“T made a vow that so long as God 
preserved my health I would go each 
year to the last resting place of those 
who died in the wreck. Last year was 
the only year I have missed, and I 
would have gone then had I not been 
ill. I am now 70 years old.”

tion of Gambling War. . 


CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—The gambling 
war which has caused the wrecking of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
and injury to more than 20 persons 
during the past two years, was renewed 
in Chicago last night, when two places 
were wrecked by bombs Nos. 38 and 39. 
That no one was killed in either ex- 
plosion is regarded as marvelous. 


One of the hombs wads exploded in 
the rear of Frieberg’s dance hall and 
saloon, located on Twenty-second street 
in the heart of the levee. This place is 





managed by Ika Bloom and owned by 
Alderman John J. Coughlin, Chicago's 
“poet of passion,” and known through- 
out the world as *“‘The Bathhouse.”’ 

One man and two women were dan- 
gerously wounded by the bomb, which 
wrecked the dance hall. 

While the police and fire department 
were responding to calls from the Twen- 
ty-second District, another bomb 
wrecked a saloon at Sixty-third street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, now man- 
aged by Harry Cavanaugh, but formerly 
owned by John ‘Brennan and “Paddy” 
Grimes. 

These men are high up in Chicago's 
gambling fraternity, and are closely 
allied with the same podlitical faction 
dominated by Coughlin and “Hinky 
Dink’’ Kenna.
